It did not seem necessary for one whose 
life had been so well spent to have to 
pass through the purifying fires of great 
bodily suffering In his last days. After 
only a few hours of pain, while'qulet and 
apparently easy, "God's finger touched 
him and he slept.” "Blessed sleep- from 
■whirl?, none ever wakes to weep.” April 
the 2th. at Zion Church, the church he 
loved so well, his funeral services were 
held, the sermon being preached hv his 
; pastor, Rev. J^ D. Hosier, after which his 

body was gently and lovingly carried by 
his friends to the church yard, whore it 
was laid away, among those whom he had 
loved in life, to sleep "till Jesus comes,” 
when It will come forth robbed of all of 
its earthlv frailties and disabilities a glo¬ 
rified and immortal body, to be "forever 
with the Lord." He leaves behind him his 
widow, an aged and very feeble mother, 
several brothers and sisters, and five 
children of the seven born to him.

Rev. George W. McDaniel, D. D., began his pastorate at 
the First church in Richmond on Sunday. Great congre¬ 
gations, filling' the lower floor and galleries of the spacious 
auditorium, greeted him at both the morning and evening 
services. His sermons were simple, practical, apt and ef¬ 
fective, and made a fine impression. His temporary min¬ 
istry here in the summer had already won for him a chief 
place in the affections of the church and congregation, 
and he begins his work under most favorable auspices. 
For the present Brother McDaniel and his family are quar¬ 
tered, at the Jefferson. Mrs. McDaniel, who for a little 
while was quite .sick, is rapidly recovering. Next Sunday

GEORGE W. McDANIEL. 

On the first day of January, 1905, the First Bt 
church of this city extended a unanimous call to j 
George W. McDaniel, then pastor of the Ga3ton Av- 
church in Dallas, Texas. There had been some corresi; mu 
ence between the church and this young minister pri^ r to 
the extension of the formal call and as a result of the cor¬ 
respondence young McDaniel had come to Richmond an a 
visit to the church, had preached for them three Sundays, 
morning and night, had conducted their midweek prayer 
meetings and in other ways had met and mingled with the 
people whose hearts were turned toward him. This, was 
his first visit to Richmond. Indeed up to that time he had 
never been east of the Alleghanies. 

On this visit, and at the instance of the late Professor 
Charles H. Winston, chairman of the First Church Com¬ 
mittee, young Mr. McDaniel sought an interview with the 
present editor of the Herald. We had our first glimpse of 
him then and the whole incident is as well remembered as 
though it occurred yesterday. He knew, of course, that 
the church was likely to call him and he was anxious to be 
in position to deal with their invitation if it came, in a wise 
way. For two hours or more he made his inquiries and 
received such answers as we were able to give. OnJanuary 
1st, following, the church extended its formal invitation 
and he accepted, preaching his first sermon Sunday, January 
22, 1905. 

He was born in Texas in 1875 and was educated at Bay¬ 
lor University and the Southern Baptist Theological Semi¬ 
nary, graduating from the first in 1898 and from the second 
in 1900. He had held only two pastorates when he came 
to Virginia, one at Temple, Texas, for two years, ana the 
other at Gaston Avenue, from which he came to Richmond. 

In a surprisingly short time he identified himself not 
only with his great church but with the denominational life 
and work in the city and in the State. His love for his 
native State and his pride in her greatness never waned 
and his heart turned back to Texas many a time. Yet he 
was large hearted and full of a fine saving common sense 
and capable of many sincere loyalties. Thus it came to 
pass that in a few years he had a wider personal acquaint¬ 
ance with the churches,and the people of his adopted State 
than almost any one of our native sons. He loved the 
country folk and they loved him. Today as his stalwart 
form lies still in death thousands and tens of thousands of 
Virginia Baptists in cities, towns, hamlets and the country¬ 
side grieve that they shall see his face no more. 

It isn’t possible in a single article to give any adequate 
estimate of a man like McDaniel. All that can be attempted 
now is to indicate some of his outstanding characteristics. 

We think first of his strength. To all seeming he was 
the embodiment of physical power. Tall, broad should¬ 
ered, deep chested, his cheeks aglow, his movements vigor¬ 
ous and sure, his face open and frank, his eyes clear, he 
was a man who would be distinguished in any group of 
which he was a member. His mind was strong, clear, ac¬ 
tive. His spiritual qualities were of the same type. His 
faith was robust, his courage quiet, but dauntless. Now 
that he has gone beyond our earthly vision our heart in¬ 
stinctively cries out to our # fellow mourners: "Know ye 
not that there is a prince and a great man fallen this day 
in Israel.” A tower of strength indeed he was. 

He was one of the cleanest men we have ever known. 
In a most intimate association with him, extending over 
more than two decades, we never heard him utter a word, 
or intimate a sentiment, or make a reference, that might 
not have been repeated with propriety in the presence of 
the most refined and delicate woman. And this was due to 
his innate purity.of - - Npt only was h? utterly free 
from | any hirf jtTjtr leech, but he 







could not bear it in others. He was a man’s man, fond of 
all outdoo; games when they had no taint of wrong or vice 
in them, his great heart going out in a tide of sympathetic 
interest to tho young folk; not finicky or odd, and yet if in 
any company of men any one so far forgot himself as to 
begin a doubtful story, or to indulge In any blasphemous 
word, he would quietly leave until such an episode had 
passed. His soul had been washed white in the blood of 
the Lamb. 

He was the most loyal of men. He was capable, as all 
strong men are, of serious antipathies and it was not easy 
for him to forget what he thought was a serious wrong, 
yet where he gave his heart unswerving allegiance fol¬ 
lowed. What he believed, be believed with all Ills strength, 
what he loved, he loved with all the ardor of an intense 
nature. 

It is hardly necessary here, where we have known and 
loved him and followed his leadership and worked by his 
side through the long stretch of years, to dwell upon his 
courage. There was no bluster about It. In all our long, 
close contacts and associations with him, we never knew 
him to utter a menace of any kind. But we never knew 
him either to fall to utter his own convictions when the 
time seemed to be ripe. Nor did we ever ltndw him to beat 
a retreat. While he was naturally not the most patient of 
men, but on the contrary rather eager and Impatient t6 get 
on with the work in hand, yet he knew how to serve by 
waiting and often subjected himself to wise restraint until 
at length he felt that he could wait no longer. Then he 
would speak clearly and boldly. 

What a sincere soul he was! So simple, so clear, so un¬ 
selfish wherever the interests of the Kingdom of God were 
involved, he never counted the consequences to himself, 
but having chosen his course went on his way without fear 
or faltering. 

He had many admirable qualities as a preacher. He 
was a student of the Scriptures, he was devout in temper, 
he was clean and consistent in his life, he had a great 
sympathy with the sorrowing and the sinning and a great 
and reverent respect for the men and women In his church 
and in hiB wider acquaintanceship who had given ample 
testimony to their great Christian love and faith, and he 
had a great faith in the evangelical teaching of the word 
of God and all these were reflected in his public ministry. 
Yet there was one quality of his preaching that to us, as 
we think of him now, stood out preeminently. No one 
who heard him ever had the slightest doubt as to what the 
purport of his message was. He never led his people into 
mists or fogs or even twilight. There was a simplicity and 
a clarity that marked all his public utterances and went 
far to account for the remarkable popularity and ef¬ 
fectiveness of his ministry. 

There are many other admirable traits, mental and spir¬ 
itual, of which we think now that he has gone away from 
us. It seems almost heartless to one who loved him and 
to whom he was a faithful comrade and devoted friend 
through long years, to attempt, in the freshness of grief 
and in the dark shadow of a sore personal bereavement, to 
sit in any sort of judgment on his life and character. We 
find It difficult and awkward while we labor under the 
sense of an Irreparable personal loss and while we wander 
around in a bewildering bereavement to attempt anything 
else beyond uttering our cry of poignant sorrow. How gray 
this world is growing. ”Of two friends,” said a sturdy 
oM moralist, ‘one must lose the other." Alas, how often 
tfts simple but startling fact has been illustrated for us in 
recent years. And since our own modest and simple life 
has been largely one of friendships and comradeships, the 
thinking ranks of those who yet remain and the increasing 
nunfber" of those whom we have loved and lost awhile, 
bring inevitable loneliness to our inmost soul. 

Our friendship began with McDaniel’s first visit to Rich¬ 
mond. It grew quietly and steadily in sweefnesB and inti¬ 
macy to the end. Scarcely a week went by during twenty- 
toe> years t* fwave. rchfcv«e 1 


We did not see one another. From each other we had nJ* 
reservations. We often differed in opililon, BometlTno y/ [ , 
even sharply, but without any perceptible diminution of ij 
our mutual love and respect. The surviving comrade S 
scarcely knew how strong and tender were tllb bonds that II 
held us together until a little more than two years ago a 
shadow fell upon his friend. From that day on we knew 
that though apparently restored to his wonted health an- lj 
other blow might fall almost any day. We carried him in our 
heart and in a way claiming the privilege of a large senior- | 
ity, sought to watch over and counsel him in the hope that J 
his invaluable life might be spared to us for years to come. I 
But he has gone! He fell as he would have preferred to 1 
fall, in the midst of his active duties. We know that he [ 
would not have wished to linger on in helpless invalidism 
through a stretch of years. Already he has seen the face f 
of that divine Redeemer whom he had loved and served !'

If he told them of the 
plight of the Baptist mission program and urged them to 1 
simplify the plans for their church building, in order that 
they might contribute more to relieve the debt, they did it 
cheerfully/' 


His imposing personality, his knowledge of assemblies, 
bis skill in address and his high determination made him, 
in time, as sure a leader in his own denomination as in his 
own congregation. Traditionally, the viewpoint of Baptists 
in Virginia differs from that of Texas Baptists, but it was 
not so in Dr. McDaniel’s case. He was th*most powerful 
Influence in the Baptist General Association of Virginia, i 
If division of opinion arose there—and it' Seldom did—no-' 
body could stand up against him. After fifteen years in t 
Richmond, the same thing could be said of his Influence in ! 
the Southern Baptist Convention, the annual gathering of f 
missionary Baptists from the entire South. His election to ( 
the presidency of that body evidenced his leadership. At a 
time when there might have been troublesome dissensior 
over the question of the origin of man, a most remarkable?!

I Dr. McDaniel’s ability as a preacher contributed greatly 
to his success. He had all the equipment of the orator. His 
approach was always skillful. His imagination lighted his 
argument. He could develop a climax faultlessly. And 
whether he spoke extemporaneously in the swift flow of 
a eonvention debate, or preached a sermon over which he 
I had meditated for weeks, there was a beautiful singing 
■ quality in his delivery that somehow cast a spell over his 
audience. In the pure mechanics of voice production, where 
all except true artists go astray, he had flawless articula¬ 
tion. 

| He used this equipment, which he steadily developed, 
without recourse to sensationalism. Because he hit hard 
•when he struck at all, those who did not know him might 
1 have assumed he was a political preacher. He was not. 
j Once in three months, perhaps—sometimes more frequently 
i and sometimes 'less often—he would feel that he should 
discuss some question of the day. At other times, he held 
to ’’gospel preaching”, as the older ministers still style it. 
He would not even announce in advance his sermon topics, 
as a rule. His closest friends did not know of what he 
would speak when be opened the Scriptures. Yet he al¬ 
ways addressed crowded houses, where attention never 
flagged. 

Had Dr. McDaniel chosen a different career, he would 
probably have been called to office and would have risen 
high. He had the "political” sense” and know how to deal 
with friend and with opponent. One can imagine the Im¬ 
press he would have made on the people of any Southern 
j State If he had ’’stumped” on any “moral issue". But 
while he gave his heartiest support to moral reform, Dr. 
McDaniel always declined to seek office. Not many weeks 
ago, when a writer in the News Leader suggested him for 
the vice-presidency. Dr. McDaniel replied immediately with 
the assurance that he would not leave the ministry for any 
position. In the service of the church he lived Joyously, 
and in It, though still young, he died content.—Editorial In 
News Leader of August 19, 1927. 

DR. McDANIEL'S RULING PASSION. 

The ruling passion of Dr. McDaniel’s life was a zeal for 
the Kingdom of God. This Is the key that unlocks all the 
secrets of his heart and explains all his words and deeds. 
Other considerations influenced him but little. 

It can certainly be said that he did not have an itching 
1 palm. He was not greedy of .filthy lucre. Pulpit commit¬ 
tees found that offers of a larger salary did not Influence 
him. He said to me on one occasion that the only reason 
[ he ever wanted money was to give it away. And he was a 
princely giver. He regarded himself as a steward of the 
Lord’s substance. He gave far more than a tenth of his 
I Income; I suspect that he gave not far from a fourth of 
his salary. When he called on his church to give, he led 
them in giving. All his worldly goods he used to the glory 
of God. 

The love of fame likewise had little, if any, influence on 
his life. He had his convictions of right and duty, and he 
followed these convictions with a courage and devotion that 
sometimes made him enemies. Like Christ and Paul, he 
fought so hard that the forces of evil shot their arrows at 
him in return. But we should love him for the enemies 
he made. He would not let up in his fight for God and the 
truth simply to win popular favor. He was ready to sac¬ 
rifice all fame and popularity for the Kingdom of God, if 
need be. Once convinced he was in the right, no amount 
of persuasion by friends, nor of threatening by foes, could 
deter him from doing his duty as he saw it. At times he 
seemed to some to be a bit dictatorial and hard-headed in 
pressing his policies. But did any really aggressive leader 
ever live, against whom this charge was not brought? At 
' eg,?, rate, he was not so auxious to have his own way, Jugt 


| lighting tor God, and should tight hard. It wa j a passion 
for the Kingdom of God that nerved him for tl e fray and 
made him so determined and aggressive. 

Dr. McDaniel was loyal to all the interests dt the King 
dom. He bqlieved that the Kingdom would be furthered 
by the success of New Testament Christianity, and h e was 
I ever ready to give his reasons. He believed that the whole 
gospel could best be given to the whole world by the Bap¬ 
tists, and he was loyal to his denomination for the King¬ 
dom’s sake. To this end he wrote a book on The People 
Called Baptists. All his books and other writings were 
written in the interest of the Kingdom. Living iu the 
South, and being identified with the Southern Baptist Con¬ 
vention, he was loyal to the Convention. He .would argue 
his convictions before the body; but when the vote was 
taken, he always went with the u^jority in good spirit. In 
a recent Bermon he said that he never designated a single 
dollar of his contributions, but gave as the Couvention asked 
its constituency to give. 

It was one of the privileges of my life that, after my af¬ 
fliction, I was so situated that I could go In my wheel 
chair Sunday after Sunday and sit under his ministry. Dr. 
McDaniel was always at home on bis feet, and could co¬ 
ordinate his thoughts more quickly, I believe, than any 
other man I have ever known. He did not require much 
time for the immediate preparation of any given sermon; 
but back of his sermons in general there was a vast deal 
of study. He rarely. If ever, preached the same sermon 
twice, but even in revivals prepared a new sermon each 
time. Some one asked him, when he had been at the First 
church twenty years if he did not find it difficult, after so 
long a ministry in the same church, to prepare new ser¬ 
mons. He replied, “Oh, if a man studies as he ought to 
do, he wll aliways have more material than he can use”. 

Some have intimated that Dr. McDaniel was sensational 
in his regular ministry. He was far from it. Personally, 

I never heard him preach a sensational sermon. He 
preached the old gospel In all its simplicity. He reveled 
in such a text as this, for instance, "Christ liveth in me: 
and the life which I now live in the flesh I live by the faith 
of the Son of God, who loved me and gave himself for 
me". In every sermon the Kingdom of God was uppermost 
in his thoughts. Like the Master, he preached “the gospel 
of the Kingdom of God”. He did it in a direct and straight¬ 
forward manner. With him there was no straining after 
effect, no playing to the galleries. He preached a man’s 
gospel, in a manly way. In the last two years of his life, 
after his first stroke, he sounded a richer, mellower note in 
his ministry than ever before, and more readily reached 
the hearts of his hearers. 

As a pastor he was untiring; no grass grew under his 
feet. He knew his sheep by name, in spile of the fact that 
there were over two thousand of them! He knew their 
families. The church doubled iu membership during his 
pastorate, and it was impossible for him to visit them as 
often as they desired: but in cases of sickness that he knew 
of, and in cases of trouble and sorrow of any kind, he was 
on hand early and often with a heart of tender sympathy; 
for he had a very tender heart, that was quickly and pro¬ 
foundly touched by the misfortunes of his brethren. Nor 
were his tender ministrations confined to his own flock. 

No pastor in Richmond did more visiting in the hospitals 
and Jails of the city. I was in a position to know something 
of this side of bis nature. Wlfen I lost, my sainted father, 
one of the first and most cherished letters I received was 
from Dr. McDaniel. When I was stricken nearly seven 
years ago Dr. McDaniel was one of the very first to write 
me a letter of sympathy. When I came to the hospital in 
Richmond he was almost the first person in the city to call 
on me; and from that day to the time of his death ho was 
uniformly thoughtful and kipd and tender in his ministra¬ 
tions to me. Because of his ministry to thousands of sick 
and sorrowing ones, Christ will say to him at the last flay, 

"I was sick and you visited me”.

ago last May the Southern Baptist oCnvention called him to 
its presidency. In this capacity, as well as in his service as 
president of the General Association, he showed distin¬ 
guished ability as a presiding officer. It so happened that 
the Convention was greatly agitated and disturbed by un- 
udual issues at all three of the sessions over which he pre¬ 
sided. Largely through his skill and forethought and mas¬ 
terful leadership difficult situations were successfully dealt 
with and troublesome problems were solved. 

A little over two years ago, in July. 1925, after attend¬ 
ing the session of the Dover Association and coming thence 
to take charge of his prayer meeting, he went to his home 
for the night and awoke the next morning ill. The stroke 
which disabled him was light and did not impair in any 
way the clearness of his mind and Indeed seemed to affect 
him' only slightly in a physical way. His physicians, how¬ 
ever, saw that the conditions under which he had this at¬ 
tack were serious. His church at once gave him six months 
leave of absence and this time he spent in rest and recup¬ 
eration and medical treatment.

Dr. McAllister 
Dies In Hampton 

Funeral Services Will Be Held 
From Residence at 2:30

Dr. George W. McAllister, a leading 
surgeon and physician of the lower 
Peninsula, who has practiced his pro¬ 
fession here for the past 28 years, 
died yesterday morning at 4 o’clock 
in his residence in South King Street 
following an illness of several weeks. 

About a year ago Dr. McAllister 
suffered a general breakdown from 
his work and had to give up his 
practice for several weeks. He re¬ 
gained his health and again took up 
his practice. Six weeks ago he be¬ 
came ill again and since thpt time 
has been unable to be at his office. 
He went to Jphns Hopkins Hospital 
in Baltimore for treatment, but re¬ 
turned here last week with practical¬ 
ly no improvement. His condition 
took a serious ; u m Wednesday after¬ 
noon, and he grew gradually weaker 
until the end came. Dr. McAllister’s 
death was attributed to toxemia, fol¬ 
lowing an attack of the kidneys. 

News of the death of the popular 
physician created much sorrow among 
his wide circle of patients and the 
people generally of Hampton, all of 
whom regarded him as an outstand¬ 
ing surgeon and physician. 

Funeral services will be held this 
afternoon at 2:30 o’clock from the 
family residence in South King 
8treet. The Rev. John A. Chapman, 
pastor of the First Methodist Church, 
wlU be in charge and will be assisted 
'by the Rev. James T. Moore, pastor 
of Central Methodist Church, and the 
Rev. Paul K. Buckles, pastor of the 
Hampton Baptist Church.

Mid death | 
occurred on his 56th birthday, After 
attending the publio and private 
schools. Dr. McAllister entered the 
Medical College of Virginia in Rich¬ 
mond, from which he received his 
degree of medical doctor in 1898. Ho 
then went to York County, where he 
practiced in Poqiwson district for 
several years. In 1904, Dr. McAllister 
came to Hampton and became asso¬ 
ciated with Dr. J. Wilton Hope. Later 
he entered practice alone and has 
since been active in his work as a 
surgeon, which he specialized in, and 
as a general practitioner. He had a 
large number of patients all over the 
lower peninsula. Dr. McAllister had 
served as president of the Elizabeth 
City County Medical Society, was a 
member of the Virginia Medical So¬ 
ciety, the American Medical Asso¬ 
ciation and a fellow in the American 
College of Surgeons. He was also a 
member of the First Methodist 
Church, St. Tammany Lodge, No. 5, 
A. F. & A. M., and Live Oak Camp, 
No. 21, Woodmen of the World. 

For the past 20 years Dr. McAllis¬ 
ter had been physician to the county 
Jail and served for several terms as 
a member of the Elizabeth City 
County board of health. He was sec¬ 
retary and a member of the board 
of directors of the Dixie Hospital. 

Although kept going almost day 
and night in ministering to the sick 
of the community, Dr. McAllister 
found time to give to community 
work, charity work and take part iu 
a number of important Improvements 
on the lower Peninsula. He was said 
to have attended all classes of pa¬ 
tients without any regard to remun¬ 
eration and was always willing to go 
to the assistance of those in need of 
medical attention. 

Dr. McAllister married Miss Ida 
Sinclair, daughter or Capt. and Mrs. 
E. A. Sinclair, of Poquoson, on Oc¬ 
tober 13, 1901. She survives him as 
well as two sisters, Mrs. Joe E. Mal¬ 
lory and Mrs. Richard Rohledder, 
both of Richmond. 

Members of the medical profession, 
business men and others yesterday 
paid tribute to Dr. McAllister by de¬ 
claring that Hampton and the lower 
Peninsula has lost a most beloved 
surgeon, physician and citizen in his 
death. He was recognized by his fel¬ 
low physicians as a man of the high¬ 
est ideals in the practice of his pro¬ 
fession and one that never lowered 
the standards of the profession he so 
successfully followed. 

Before entering college, Dr. Mc¬ 
Allister took up telegraphy and be¬ 
came an expert operator. He served 
with the Associated Press and the 
Western Union Telegraph Company 
in Richmond, while attending the 
Medical College of Virginia and was 
awarded the certificate of “gilt edge 
operation," the highest distinction 
which can be conferred upon a tele¬ 
grapher or key man.

Or. Lyon G. Tyler, who died Tuesday at his 
home in Charles City county at the age of 82, 
was not only an outstanding Virginian, but also 
an outstanding American. The son of John 
Tyler, President of the United States, he was 
steeped in the political beliefs of his brilliant 
father and the latter’s associates. And had the 
wise counsel of the (ilder Tyler prevailed, It is 
doubtful that the Ur ted States would have been 
torn by civil strife. But strife came, and Lyon 
G. Tyler’s boyhood was spent under the cloud 
of war. So much for the background. 

Educated at the University of Virginia, Lyon 
G. Tyler first went to William and Mary college 
in 1877 as professor of belles-lettres. The col¬ 
lege was struggling to keep its doors open. Young 
Tyler taught there for about a year and then 
went to Memphis, realizing that the college could 
not remain open under the then existing con¬ 
ditions. 

, After Tyler’s departure Colonel Ewell still 
rang the old college bell and enrolled one student 
a year in order that the college might retain its 
historic charter. But William and Mary, once 
the country’s foremost fount of wisdom, was no 
more. Tyler came back to Richmond, burning 
with a passion to help his stricken people. In 
Richmond he was instrumental in reopening the 
Virginia Mechanics Institute. But this was not 
enough. 

In 1887 he won a scat in the House of Dele¬ 
gates. Immediately he began a campaign for 
State aid for the College of William and Mary. 
That campaign, regarded by many as one of the 
most masterful of Its kind In the history of the 
commonwealth, was successful. William and 
Mary was reopened, and Lyon G. Tyleii became 
its president. 

ft was not long before the college began to 
attract students. It was a long and hard strug¬ 
gle—how long and how hard only Lyon G. Tyler 
could toil—and he is gone. But William and 


I Mary was saved for posterity,' an3 wTtinr~the 
high Ideals, aims and aspirations which have 
characterized it through its existence. 

Dr. Tyler retired as president In 1919, being 
succeeded by the late Dr. J. A. C. Chandler. And' 
in recent years we have come to associate Chan¬ 
dler rather than Tyler with the salvation of 
William and Mary. But had it not been for 
Tyler and his remarkable work—carried on at 
a sacrifice to himself and his family— Chandler 
would never have had the opportunity 1 to do 
what he did for William and Mary, for there 
would have been no William and Mary. 

To those who did not know him. Dr. Lyon G. 
Tyler was an embittered old man. Throughout 
his life it was his practice to hew to the line and 
let the chips fall where they would. He could 
not, of course, forget his youth, nor the things 
which he learned at the knee of his father. 
Hence his dislike of Lincoln and the things for 
which Lincoln stood. 

But to those whose good fortune it was to know 
him only slightly, Dr. Lyon G. Tyler was a ster¬ 
ling character—a gentleman of the old school. 

|j His contribution to American history, particu¬ 
larly Virginia history, was almost as great as his 
contribution to William and Mary college. 

He will be honored In death as he seldom was 
honored in life, for Americans have a way of 
reserving their flowers for the bier. But the 
patriotic Virginia women who not long, ago had 
his portrait done in oil and placed it in the Vir¬ 
ginia Historical Society should he intensely proud 
of the fact that their tribute came it a time 
when it gladdened the heart of a graaitsand good 
man who*new that his'days in this ’iftjrld were 
numbered. 

In the death of Lyon G. Tyler Virginia has 
lost an outstanding citizen—a man so great that 
his modesty was self-effacing.' And the world 
has lost an international statesman — for the 
spirit of Lyon g. Tyler marches on iiv those 
whose good fortune it was to study under him

DR. S. PARKES CADMAN

The death of Dr. Cadman on July 5,1936, removed from this earth one of its most dis¬ 
tinguished and widely known Christians. It is estimated that with his radio sermons 
and many messages to vast hosts in many services he preached to more people than any 
man who ever lived. He was the first and greatest radio speaker. He was a master 
of the platform and the pulpit and could hold an audience as long and as well as any 
speaker of any age. . , 

Dr. Cadman was the son of a miner’s family in Shropshire, England. His rise irom 
poverty to world influence classes him among the distinguished men who overcam 
difficulties and rose to great prominence. Dr. Cadman was converted in a Methoais 
meeting early in his boyhood days and became a Methodist preacher. lie came to 
America and after a few years preaching in a Methodist pulpit in New \ork, changed 
to the Congregational ministry, becoming pastor of the great Central Congregationa 
Church. But he always considered himself a Methodist and kept his membeismp 
back in his boyhood church, paying his dues along with the rest of the members. 

The day before he died he was asked if he preached his last sermon what the text 
would be. He replied, “Being justified by faith, we have peace through our Loid Jesus 
Christ.”

When notified that a body was on 
the beach. Sheriff Charles C. Curtis 
dispatched State Officers A. A. An-1 
derson and D. M. Blood and Deputy 
Sheriff Chauncey Franklin to the 
scene. Dr. Parker was summoned and 
ordered the body moved to a Hamp¬ 
ton mortuary. 

Identification Positive 
There the body was positively 
identified by relatives and members 
of the staff at the hospital. An autop¬ 
sy was performed by Dr. Parker who 
said he found a quantity of water to 
the young woman's lungs. Indications 
were that death was due to drowning. 

According to the coroner, slight 
bruises and scratches were on the 
nose, knees and hips. These, It wes i 
said, could have been and possibly j 
were caused by sand and sea shells, i 
The beach was searched for any 
traces of footprints and markings but 
police said the tide hod changed at 
least once and any tracks would have 
been smoothed by the water's action. 
The tide was nearly high when the 

body was found. Her clothing was wet. 

Miss Hogge was bom to Yorktown, 
the daughter of the late Mr. and Mrs. 
J. W. Hogge. Her parents died when 
she was young and at the age of two 
she came to Hampton to make her 
home with her uncle and aunt, T. H. 
Wilson and the late Mrs. Wilson. 

She attended school In the city, 
graduating from Hampton high school 
in 1926. She was graduated from the 
Harrisonburg State teachers' college 
to the class of 1930. 

After graduation ahe went to Brook¬ 
lyn where for five months she took a 
course to dietetics. Later she went to 
Winston-Salem, N. C„ where for five 
years she was dietitian at the city 
| Memorial hospital. Last September 
she returned to Hampton and accept¬ 
ed the position at Dixie hospital. 

She is survived by three brothers, 
John Hogge. Cowles Hogge and Wal¬ 
lace Hogge, all of Elizabeth City coun¬ 
ty. 

Miss Hogge, who wes popular to the 
younger set on the Peninsula, was a 
member of the Central Methodist 
church of Hampton. She lived at the 
hospital. 

The site where the body was found

from where the car was parked. 

Dr. Parker said last night that he 
had no statement to make pending 
the outcome of his Investigation which 
he said was being made as thorough 
as possible.

He 
served with distinction on the Commission on Methodist Union nnd was unani¬ 
mously elected ns Chairman of the Commission. He was regarded ns one of the 
great, preachers of nil Methodism.

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Tributes to Bishop Mouzon 


(Editorial in Times-Dispatch, February 12.) 

The career of Bishop Edwin D. Mouzon was significant 
far beyond the bounds of Southern Methodism, or South¬ 
ern theology; it was, indeed, so important that no future 
historian of the South can justly overlook it in reckoning 
r, , c jal forces in the South, or in appraising personalities 
tl it had the power to direct them. Bi hop Mouzon was 
unhappily in the center of - ie of the bitterest presidential 
campaigns in American history, the 1928 campaign in 
which prohibition was a principal issue and in which the 
torch of sectarianism was raised. It is a pity, we think, 
that he was introduced to so many thousands of Americans 
in the midst of a campaign that was characterized by so 
much fury and by so much hatred—certainly among lay¬ 
men who could not deal expertly with their hates—and 
that was called a holy war. 

We wish that those thousands of Americans who dis¬ 
agreed with him in the bitterness of the prohibition con¬ 
troversy, and the sectarian issues that raged around it, 
could have known him more intimately as the founder 
of Southern Methodist University; that they could have 
seen him lecturing to students there, and championing the 
cause of education in the Methodist Conferences of the 
South. “The distinguishing marks of a Methodist are 
not his opinions of any sort,” he said upon one of these 
occasions. "His assenting to this or that scheme of reli¬ 
gion, his embracing any particular set of notions, are all 
quite wide of the point. As to all opinions which do not 
strike at the root of Christianity, we think and let think.” 
Everywhere in his preaching, he pointed out that Wesley 
did not insist upon a strict interpretation of doctrine, but 
upon the Importance of relating religious experience to 
life. 

Despite the controversies he espoused, much of the 
work of Bishop Mouzon was imbued with the spirit of 
tolerance and social justice. He was not only deeply 
concerned with the spread of education, but was a preacher 
of truly Wesleyan earnestness and vigor. Like Wesley, 
he believed in "preaching the Gospel to all the world,” 
and his episcopal office merely broadened his field 
preaching. He was the leader of the Baltimore, the Vir¬ 
ginia and the West Virginia Conferences of his Church, 
and despite the threefold duties of his bishopric, he was 
always ready and eager to carry his "Bishops' Crusade" 
into the pulpits of churches in all parts of the United 
States. He was an eloquent preacher, and was always 
in demand. 

Although he was a theologian of the first rank, and the 
author of many theological treatises, Bishop Mouzon’s 
preaching was little concerned with theological disputes. 
The social aspects of the' teachings of Jesus formed the 
main theme of his discourses. Because of his deep con¬ 
cern for social Justice, the Methodist Church iu the South 
became more actively interested in securing better eco¬ 
nomic conditions for the exploited workingman, more in¬ 
terested in securing a larger measure of social justice for 
the Negro and in promoting greater understanding of the 
problems that have arisen out of the racial complexities 
of the South that are one of the chief causes of friction 
in its life. 

One of his chief interests was the bringing about of a 
reunion of the Northern and Southern Methodist Churches. 
He was chairman of the Commission on Unification that 
studied the problem, and he worked unceasingly to bring 
its work to a close.

'Bishop Mouzon was one of the outstanding men of 


the Church. He was looked upon as one of the strongest 
preachers and one of the influential men. As a matter of 
course, being senior active Bishop, he will be greatly 
missed by the Church.” 

Rev. Dr. J. N. Latham, pastor of Monument Methodist 
Church, said: 

"The Methodist Episcopal Church, South, has sustained 
a severe unexpected loss in the death of Bishop Mouzon. 
He was a great preacher, a ripe scholar and an able execu¬ 
tive. Above all, he vas a devout and earnest follower of 
his Master, Christ.” 

Luther W. Wells, lay leader of the Richmond District 
and Conference Director of the Bishops’ Crusade, com¬ 
mented: 

"I am deeply distressed to learn of the untimely death 
of our presiding bishop. In his going the Church has lost 
a great preacher and a wise counselor. Our Conference 
has lost a faithful and aggressive leader, whose sympa¬ 
thetic understanding and able administrative abilities will 
be greatly missed.” 

Dr. E. T. Thompson, Professor of Church History of 
the Union Theological Seminary, said: "Bishop Mouzon 
was very much admired in our Church. He spoke at the 
seminary a few years ago and made a very fine impres¬ 
sion upon us. I am distressed at the news of his death.” 
Lenten Preacher Here. 

Rev. Beverley D. Tucker, D. D., rector of St. Paul's 
Episcopal Church, said: “It is with sincere regret that I 
have learned of the death of Bishop Mouzon, a leader of 
the Southern Methodist Episcopal Church. Bishop Mou¬ 
zon was one of the mid-day Lenten preachers at St. Paul’s 
Church several years ago and I learned to admire him 
both as a preacher and as a personality. My sympathy 
goes out to his family and his fellow churchmen." 

Monslgnor Felix Kaup, of Sacred Heart Cathedral, said: 
"I did not know Bishop Mouzon personally, but was ac¬ 
quainted with him through the press. I had come to es¬ 
teem him highly as a man of lofty ideals and great spirit¬ 
uality,” 

Dr. Solon B. Cousins, pastor of Second Baptist Church, 
made the following comment: 

“Bishop Mouzon had the honor of being invited to de¬ 
liver the Lyman Beecher lectures at Ynle University. It is 
a great honor and I don’t know of any other clergyman 
in the South who had had that honor. He was in constant 
demand everywhere, a man of great gifts, scholarly taste 
and a great force for religion both in his own Church and 
other Churches of the South.” 

“In the death of Bishop Mo.uzon the Southern Methodist 
Episcopal Church has sustained the loss of a great leader,” 
said Dr. J. Joseph Rives, pastor of Centenary Methodist 
Church. "We shall miss greatly his genial spirit and the 
directing force of his spiritual insight.” 

Calls Loss ‘‘Irreparable’’. 

Dr. J. Manning Potts, presiding elder of the Richmond 
District, said: “The Southern Methodist Church and our 
Conference have -uffered an irreparable loss In the death 
of Bishop Mouzon. He was our senior Bishop, and due 
to the fact that our last General Conference did not elect 
any new Bishops, we could ill afford to lose any one of 
them. The Methodists of the Richmond District will feel 
his death very keenly.” 

“The death of Bishop Mouzon is a great loss to al 
American Methodism,” said Dr. J. M. Rowland, editoi 
of the Richmond Christian Advocate, official organ of the 
Virginia Conference.

DEATH OR “REV. MAJOR GILES B. 

COOK.” 

(Southern Churchman.) 

The Rev. Giles Buckner Cooke, Inst sur¬ 
viving member of General IVr’s staff, died 
early on the morning of February 1 at 
his home in Mathews, Virginia. 

His dentil marks the passing of one of 
the most beloved and widely known citi¬ 
zens of Virginia, and of one who had the 
distinction of being the oldest Episcopal 
minister in the State, the oldest alumnus 
of the Virginia Military Institute, and the 
last surviving member of the staff' of Gen¬ 
eral Lee, under whom and with whom he 
had served in the Confederate Army v>lii 
the rank of Major. 

Major Cooke was born May 13, 1838, In 
Portsmouth, Virginia. Had he lived three 
months more, lie would have celebrated Iris 

ninety-ninth birthday-perhaps, ns he has 

been doing for the last few years, with a 
visit to Williamsburg, spending one night 
in the home of his nneestor, the Rev. Mr. 
Bracken, and attending the celebration of 
the founding of the colony at Jamestown. 

As a cadet, Major Cooke had as one of 
his professors General “Stonewall" Jack- 
son, and. therefore, had the privilege of 
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knowing this great man in his student days, as well as later in the 
Confederate Army. 

Volunteering at the outbreak of the war, Major Cooke served 
successively on the staff's of Generals Philip St. G. Cocke, P. G. T. 
Beauregard, and Braxton Braga, before being attached to the staff 
of General Lee, where lie remained until the surrender. 

No more fitting tribute to the work of .Major Cooke after t’io 
war ran be written than that which came from the pen of Dr. Douglas 
Freeman, the aide editor of the Richmond News Lender. The fol¬ 
lowing is quoted from that paper under date of February: 

“The Grand Old Mail” Passes. 

“The ‘Grand Old Man’ of Virginia Is dead.. Peacefully in his sleep, 
as he approached his ninety-ninth birthday. Major Giles B. Cooke 
(Continued on page 8.) 
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rejoined the company of his peers. Others remain *ho 
cherish the ideals of an heroic era; none survives who 
personified them as did he. With him an era ends. He 
was the last who, in the vigor of observant young manhood, 
| had sat in Jackson's classes and then had known well 
the greatest leaders of the Confederacy. 

"The hearts that had defied bombardment defied disaster 
no less. Every man was seeking work, any honorable 
work, that he might find food and buy clothing to take 
the place of his ragged uniform. Major Cooke had kept 
the company of the great during the war, but he had no 
illusions or false pride. He determined to take whatever 
employment he could procure and to do his part in the 
rebuilding of the Southland. That as all of us know, was 
the spirit of the soldiers. Many of us thought it beauti¬ 
fully Illustrated in the story so often told of General Lee 
—how he almost wept when someone, recounted the experi¬ 
ence of a high officer of the Confederacy who cheerfully 
had accepted a job under a man who had been of humble 
rank in the army. The story was that this officer who 
evoked General Lee's praise had become an express clerk 
and had trundled barrels about as helper to an ex-sergeant. 
The Rev. J. William Jones first published this anecdote; 
almost every other biographer of General Lee has repeated 
it. Now that Major Cooke is dead, we are privileged to 
record what his modesty never permitted him to state in his 
lifetime—that he. w T as the man General Lee commended. 

“With Major Cooke, as with so many others, the war was 
a deep spiritual experience. From it he emerged with a 
deepened faith in God and a firm purpose to dedicate to 
the ministry a life he felt had been spared by Providence 
in the carnage. Ordained about the time the Underwood 
Constitution awarded the Negro the ballot, Major Cooke 
became convinced that the freedmen must be given wisely- 
fashioned education if they were to escape from being the 
dupes of the carpet-baggers and the scallywags. In this 
spirit he undertook to teach in one of the public schools 
set up In 1867 by the City Council of Petersburg for Negro 

children. Four years later, when the Protestant Episcopal 
Church resumed its work among Negroes, Major Cooke 
established a church day school on Harrison Street at the 
'Old Oak". To procure children for this school, the Major 
who had ridden a few years before to the headquarters of 
great captains humbly walked from house to house in the 
Negro quarter of Petersburg. St. Stephen’s Parish School, 
which he then opened, in time became the Bishop Payne 
Divinity School. To Major Cooke thus must be credited 
a unique place in the education of the underprivileged in 
Virginia: he was one of the first if not the very first white 
native of high position to beco’ e a teacher of Negroes; 
he founded the first Negro high school in his section of 
Virginia; and he established the first theological training 
for Negroes in the Episcopal Church. His pupils were 
numerous and some of them distinguished. Most notable 
among them perhaps was Archdeacon Rusell, creator 
and head of St. Paul Normal and Industrial School at 
Lawrenceville. 

“His later years brought the reward of sacrificial serv¬ 
ice. He became rector in time of a gracious parish In 
Mathews County, where the Episcopal Church, long seated, 
has many faithful communicants. When he was too old 
to preach, his Church retired him on its maximum pen¬ 
sion. ‘He had earned it by years of servlcp'. The late 
Bishop Beverley D. Tucker once confid d, with a twinkle 
in his eye, 'but I hope I did not strain the verities when 
I wrote him he received it because he had been on General 
Lee's staff.’ As long as Colonel Taylor lived—that amaz¬ 
ing man of incredible memory—Major Cooke modestly 
deferred to ‘Walter’, as he called him, on the ground that 
the Colonel urns the senior of the staff. After the death 
of Taylor and of Talcott, the Major became the last sur¬ 
vivor of General Lee’s staff. At every Confederate re¬ 
union, he was honored and lionized; at Stratford, no com¬ 
memorative exercises were complete without him. Histo¬ 
rians and soldiers from many States, and even from Eu¬ 


rope, Journeyed to Mathews Courthouse to pay norns-^ 
to him. Always he remained the same alert, humb 
kindly servant of God and of his fellowmen. Some ad¬ 
mirers addressed him as Major Cooke, some wrote him as 
the Rev. Mr, Cooke. He answered all with equal courtesy, 
however addressed, but we always thought lie lived best 
the double title—the Rev. Major Giles B. Cooke. It pre¬ 
cisely fitted the blessed old gentleman. To the end lie had 
the heart of a soldier . . . but a soldier of the cross.”— 
News Leader.

The death of Dr. J. M. Rowland on August 17 has cast a 
gloom over # 4he entire Church. I 3 

News of his sudden and tragic death in an automobile 
accident in which his wife and her mother were critically 
injured carried over the United States by the Associated 
Press wires brought a flood of telegrams and letters pour¬ 
ing into the Advocate office. These tributes are still com¬ 
ing in on every mail and by wire. They are from Bishops 
and Editors, Presiding Elders and Preachers, rich and poor, 
proud and humble, white and black—men and women of 
all colors and creeds in all walks of life. They mourn the 
loss of a dear friend, a Christian brother and a loyal and 
useful servant of the Church, whose going has left a vacant 
place that none can fill. As many of these tributes, letters 
and telegrams as space permits are published in this issue. 
Others will appear on September 8. 

Account of Accident. 

Dr. Rowland's death occurred about three o’clock on Wed¬ 
nesday afternoon, August 17. He and Mrs. Rowland, with 
her mother, Mrs. C. H. Lewis, were driving to Rich¬ 
mond, returning from a two weeks’ vacation at Lake Juna- 
luska. The car in which they were traveling crashed into 
a large loaded truck on the highway a few miles from 
Amelia Courthouse and was almost completely demolished. 
Dr. Rowland was killed instantly and Mrs. Rowland and 
her mother critically Injured. 

They were rushed to Memorial Hospital, Richmond, ar¬ 
riving just before 4 P. M., where their recovery remained 
uncertain for several days. Both, however, regained con¬ 
sciousness on Saturday and improvement has been rapid. 
They are now considered out of danger. Both have had 
the care of several Richmond specialists and special nurses. 

Dr. Rowland’s body was brought to Richmond Wednes¬ 
day night and rested at the funeral home of Henry W. 
Woody, his friend, until the funeral Friday at 4 P. M., 
from Centenary Methodist Church. He was buried in For¬ 
est Lawn Cemetery. 

Dr. Rowland's elder son, Claude Rowland ot New York 
City, who had been spending the summer with his father 
and mother, was the only member of the family in Rich¬ 
mond at the time of the accident. He had been loking 
after the house and gardens and Dr. Rowland's dogs dur¬ 
ing his father's and mother’s absence. He had been ex¬ 
pecting his parents to arrive around 4 P. M., and was 
sitting on the front porch watching for them when the 


telephone call came from Memorial Hospital telling him 
of the tragedy. He had weeded his father’s garden and 
washed his dogs in preparation for his arrival. For his 
mother’s pleasure he had polished floors and washed the 
porch and filled all the vases iu the house with fresh cut- 
flowers. 

He bore up well under the shock for some hours but 
after the arrival of his sister from New York and other rela¬ 
tives. collapsed and had to be placed under a physician's 
care in a local hospital. 

Dr. Rowland's younger son, Stuart, was motoring through 
New England and New York State with a group of friends 
and could not be contacted but arrived at his home as 
the family was leaving to attend the funeral, and joined 
them. 

The children are now at the family home, 3812 Haw¬ 
thorne Avenue, Richmond. 

Funeral Services. 

Funeral services for Dr. Rowland were conducted from 
Centenary Church by Rev. C. Fred Williams, Mrs. Row¬ 
land’s pastor, assisted by Bishop W. W. Peele; Dr. J. Man¬ 
ning Potts, presiding elder of the Richmond District; Dr. 

S. C. Hatcher, acting president of Randolph-Macon College, 
and Dr. Rowland’s long-time friend, and Dr. J. J. Rives, 
pastor of Centenary. 

Sheppard Webb served as organiBt and a quartet sang 
"My Faith Looks Up to Thee" and "How Firm a Founda¬ 
tion”, two of Dr. Rowland's favorite hymns.

Biography. 

The following biographical sketch of Dr. Rowland is 
taken from the news account of his death written by his 
friend, R. B. Munford, Jr., author and newspaper man, 
which was published in The News Leader on Thursday 
afternoon: 

Announcement of the death of Dr. Rowland is the occa¬ 
sion for keen sorrow here, where he was beloved by a large 
circle of friends, and was esteemed as the editor of one 
of the outstanding church papers in the South and as a 
man of broad sympathies and civic interests. He was the 
ninth editor of the "Advocate,” founded more than a cen¬ 
tury ago, and succeeded in the editorial work Dr. G. H. 
Lambeth, who resigned in 1921. 

Dr. Rowland was born January 9, 1880, at Rowland, 
N. C., and was a son of Mr. and Mrs. John B. Rowland. He 
was a direct descendant of John Rowland, of Wales, who 
came to Jamestown, Va., In 1636. 

His early education was received at Weaver College, 
Weaverville, N. C., A. B. 1902, and he later entered Ran- 
dolph-Macon College, Ashland, where he pursued further 
his studies and then was a student at Temple University, 
Philadelphia. In 1927 the honorary degree of Doctor of 
Divinity was conferred on him by Asbury College, Wilmore, 
Ky. 

Ordained in the Methodist ministry in November, 1902, 
Dr. Rowland was the pastor of several churches of that 
denomination in this state. He was the pastor in turn of the 
old West End Church and Laurel Street Church, Richmond: 
Park Place Church, Norfolk, and the Rivermont Avenue 
Church, in Lynchburg, now Centenary, before beginning 
his work as an editor. 

Becomes Editor in 1021. 

He became the editor of the Richmond Christian Advo¬ 
cate November 1, 1921, and to this important work brought 
the enthusiasm of his young manhood and his devotion to 
the cause of religion. 

Dr. Rowland, however, was to become well known not 
only as a successful editor of the church paper, but also 
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as an author and lecturer. - 

He had traveled abroad on several occasions and the tt C 
books written by him Included “A Pilgrimage to Palestine,” | N4 
published in 1916; "Blue Ridge Breezes,” published In 
1916; also, “Travels in the Old World,” 1923; "The Hill l -' 
Billies,” 1924, and "Bright Angel Trail,” 1927. 

Dr. Rowland was a member and a former president Qf 
the Southern Methodist Press Association, and was a dele¬ 
gate to the General Conference of the Methodist Episcopal 
Church, South, in 1930, 1932, 1934, and 1938. He had •: 
also frequently represented the Southern Church as a “fra¬ 
ternal delegate” to the sessions of the Northern Methodist 
Conference. 

He was a Mason and a member of the Woodmen of the 
World. 

Dr. Rowland married February 21, 1905, Miss Lyde S. 
Lewis, of Ashboro, N. C. 

Besides his wife, he is survived by two sons, Claude 
Rogers Rowland, of New York; Joseph Stuart Rowland, a 
student at Thomas Jefferson High School, this city, ana 
one daughter, Mrs. Ida Elizabeth Rowland Little, of New 
York. 

Also surviving are two half-brothers, Wiche Rowland, 
of Dillon, S. C., and James Rowland, of Georgia, and a 
sister, Mrs. Julia Johnson, of Asheville, N. C.

D R. ROBERT EMORY BLACKWELL died on Thursday 
morning, June 7, in Emory University Hospital, At¬ 
lanta, where he had been taken lor treatment while 
on a visit to his only daughter, Mrs. J. Fred Messick, im¬ 
mediately after the adjournment of the last General Con¬ 
ference of the Methodist Episcopal Church, South, in Bir¬ 
mingham, to which he was a lay delegate from Virginia. 

He was buried beside his wife in Woodlawn Cemetery, 
Ashland, Friday. June 8, following the funeral services in 
the college chapel.

gentleman, his passing is mourned not only by the South¬ 
ern Methodist Church, which counted him as one of its 
noblest laymen, but by men and women of every color and 
creed in every walk of life. 

From far and near came men and women, college presi¬ 
dents, ecclesiastics, statesmen, educators, rich and poor, 
humble and distinguished, young and old, to mourn their 
loss beside his bier. Many of his students, practically all 
the Methodist preachers of the Virginia Conference and the 
presiding elders and many from the Baltimore Conference 
were there. Among the leading churchmen of other de¬ 
nominations present were the Bishop Coadjutor-elect of 
the Protestant Episcopal Diocese of Ohio, Dr. Beverley D. 
Tucker; Dr. F. W. Boatwright, president of the University 
of Richmond, leading Baptist layman, and Dr. Ben R. Lacy, 
president of the Presbyterian Union Theological Seminary, 
Richmond. A number of the leading Negro ministers and 
educators of Virginia were present. 

The college chapel was crowded to its doors with the 
mourners standing in the vestibule and on the lawn outside 
with bowed heads. The front of the chapel was banked in 
flowers and the college bell that had called Dr. Blackwell 
to chapel for seventy years tolled throughout the services. 

All places of business in Ashland had been closed as a 
tribute of affection to the town's outstanding citizen and all 
of the Ashland people of every age and station attended 
the final services ai the chapel or stood beneath the trees 
of the college campus in reverent silence. 

From the flower banked pulpit from which Dr. Black- 
well had addressed “his boys” with words on wisdom, love, 
admonition and humor for thirty-eight years at the chapel 
exercises, Dr. S. C. Hatcher, veteran vice-president and 
treasurer and lifetime friend of Dr. Blackwell, offered a 
prayer of thanksgiving to God on behalf of the college and 
Dr. Blackwell’s friends for the privilege of having had the 
example and inspiration of his life which so nobly exempli¬ 
fied Christ's teachings. There was not a dry eye in the 
chapel and hushed sobs broke the stillness of the quiet 
room. Assisting Dr. Hatcher in the funeral services were 
Dr. Frank L. Day. professor emeritus of theology at the 
college, and the Rev. E. B. Joyner, pastor of the Duncan 
Memorial Church. Also participating in the services at 
the grave were Bishop James Cannon, Jr., who at the last 
General Conference paid a tribute to the influence of Dr. 
Blackwell in his life as a college student, and Bishop W. W. 
Peele, recently assigned to supervision of the Virginia, Bal¬ 
timore and Western Virginia Conferences. 

The active pallbearers were the faculty members who had 
longest been associated with Dr. Blackwell. Honorary pall¬ 
bearers Included the other members of the faculty, the mem¬ 
bers of the Board of Trustees of the Randolph-Macon Sys¬ 
tem. presidents of Virginia colleges and other friends.

Native of Fauquier. 

A native of Fauquier County, Dr. Blackwell went to Ash¬ 
land as a student in the fall of 1868, shortly before his 
fourteenth birthday. Six years later he graduated with 
the M. A. degree. In those days the college offered no A. B. 
degrees and to receive an A. M. he completed every course 
of study. He had been at the college for the past seventy 
years as student, tutor, assistant professor, professor, vice 
president and president, with the exception of a Sabbatical 
year spent at the (University of Leipzig, Germany. He had 
taught Latin, French, German, Greek and English. 

An outstanding authority on Shakespeare, Dr. Blackwell 
began its study under Dr. Thomas R. Price, later professor 
of English at Columbia University. 

The War Between the States had ended only three years 
before Dr. Blackwell arrived, the first year after the college 
was moved to Ashland from Boydton. His uncle, Dr. Smith, 
was the Professor of Natural,History, and had arranged 
for his thirteen-year-old nephew to come from Doswell to 
Ashland on a hand car. 

Under Dr. Blackwell Randolph-Macon has pioneered in 
many fields of education. It was the first college in the 
South to require individual laboratory work of all students 
in the Science Department, first to require a course in bi¬ 
ology for graduation, first to introduce the scientific study 
of the Bible and first to require a year of physical training. 
He devoted his entire life to the welfare of Randolph- 
Macon, oldest chartered Methodist college for men in the 
nation, whose alumni in Who’s Who number the seventh 
largest of any college in America.

Dr. Garter Heim Jones, pastor of 
the Williamsburg Baptist church yes¬ 
terday paid tribute to the Rev. Lewis 
Peyton Little, former pastor of the 
church who d/ed Friday afternoon at 
his residence. Mr. Little for many 
years was active m Baptist, circles hi 
Virginia, especially on the Peninsula. 
Tne trbute to him follows: 

In the dCRtli of the Rev. Lewis 
Peyton Little there has passed away 
a men who enriched earth and whose 
radiant personality has made even 
Heaven brighter. Bom nearly 70 
years ago in Augusta county, he ha 
came a successful busines man, leav¬ 
ing a lucrative position in answer to 
a call to the ministry. 

Among the fields In which Mr. Lit¬ 
tle labored as pastor were churches 
in tile counties of Nelson, Amherst, 
Albemarle, Nottoway and Brunswick, 
The rural churches of Virginia hare 
always been the peculiar pride of 
Bap vts. Not only have they been 
true to the evangelical faith and lib¬ 
eral in gifts of money, they have also 
been plant-beds for ministers and 
missionaries. As an enlisting, develoo- 
ing and inspiring pastor, Mr. Little 
was unexcelled. 

The Master identified greatness 
with service. By this standard Peyton 
Little wears a patent of nobility In 
the aristocracy of service. Few men 
in Virginia have rendered more sac¬ 
rificial service than he. He loved to 
build new churches; he loved to revive 
those “ready to die.” 

When our country entered the 
world war, Mr Little was the first 
camp chaplain appointed by the Bap¬ 
tist Slate mission board, serving with 
heroic unselfishness at. Camp Quan¬ 
tico. Working night end day during 
the terrible influenze epidemic of 
1918, he blessed his beloved "boys 
but at the cost of his own health. 

He left the camp work to become 
pastor of {lie Williamsburg Baptist 
church which he served successfully 
for several years. Suffering a severe 
Illness, he had to give up active work 
for three years. His last active work 
was ill the Peninsula which he loved 
and which loved hint. For 11 years 
he rved as “Associational Worker,” 
a position created by the Pen'.tsula 
Baptist association. Figures could 
never compute what those years of 
loving service meant, to the 26 
churches of the association. 

The instinct of the historian early 
developed In this versatile man. An 
untiring investigator, with a nose for 
rare records, he wrote the history of 
several significant churches. But the 
historian came to full fruition in his 
culminating volume, happily com¬ 
pleted and published after 30 years of 
patient research, a few months be¬ 
fore he “fell on sleep.”

Mr. Little was an attractive speaker 
with a delightful personality, winning 
friends easily and holding them 
strongly.

Dr. Will Mayo 
Dies; Clinic 
q Will Continue. 

ROCHESTER. Minn., July 28.—VP)— 


ROCHESTER, 

A perpetuating medical 'foundation 
that was the dream of a country doc¬ 
tor 70 years ago became a monument 
tonight to the healing genius of the 
famed Mayo brothers as persons from 
all walks of life paid tribute to the 
last of the renowned pair. 

As the body of Dr. William J. Mayo, 
better known as “Dr. Will,” was made 
ready to lie in state, the board of gov¬ 
ernors established 10 years ago when 
the brothers laid down their surgical 
Instruments continued to administer 
the foundation and clinic. 

Dr. Will died in his sleep early to¬ 
day of a sub-acute perforating ulcer, 
an abdominal ailment he had special¬ 
ised in treating. He was 78, and had 
grieved constantly since the death of 
his partner-brother, Dr. Charles H 
Mayo, in Chicago, May 26. 

Stricken shortly after he returned 
from a winter vacation in the south¬ 
west, Dr. Will underwent a stomach 
operation at the clinic last April, and 
never fully recovered. -* 

There is but one Mayo left to carry 
the family name. He is Dr. Charlie’s 
son, Dr. Charles W. Mayo, a surgeon 
on the clinic staff, whose 41st birth¬ 
day today was saddened by his uncle’s 
death. Dr. Charlie’s other son, Dr. 
Joseph G. Mayo, was killed in an au¬ 
tomobile accident in 1936. Their other 
children were girls. 

But the Mayo tradition is being car¬ 
ried on. Dr. Will’s two daughters 
married surgeons connected with the 
clinic. 

Dr. Waltman Waters, Phoebe’s hus¬ 
band, is a director of the clinic. 

Dr. David C. Balfour, Carrie’s hus¬ 
band, is the director of the Mayo 
foundation. * 

Funeral services for the elder of the 
famed brothers will be held at 4 p m 
Sunday. Mourning Rochester citizens' 
who knew the brothers simply as “Dr 
Will and Dr. Charlie,” will view the 
body when it lies in state Sunday. 

The saga of the brothers’ rise that 
culminated in improvements in sur¬ 
gical technique began on the duty

the 1870 s when they followed their 
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Dr. William A. R. Goodwin,

He was always modest concerning his achieve¬ 
ments. He was always kindly. He always want¬ 
ed to hear the opinions of others, even though 
he did not agree with them. 

But it was as a parish priest and teacher that 
he found his greatest satisfaction. He loved 
his work, and spent far more time at It than 
the world knows. 

The world is poorer as the result of the death 
of Dr. Goodwin, And this community may 
search for generations without finding a man 
who is able or willing to do half so much for It.

The Rev. Dr. William Archer Ruth¬ 
erford Goodwin, 70, churchman, his¬ 
torian, author, and restorer of his¬ 
toric shrines, died last night at his 
home on Nassau street after an ill¬ 
ness of about two years’ standing. 
Death occurred shortly after 11. He 
had been confined to his home since 
last June. 

Funeral services will be held in Bru¬ 
ton Parish Episcopal church, of which 
he was rector for many years, at an 
unannounced hour Saturday after¬ 
noon. Interment will be In a vault 
in the historic church. Dr. Goodwin 
asked before his death that no flow¬ 
ers be sent. 

He was twice rector of Bruton Par¬ 
ish church, and retired from the 
l n September. 1938, because of 
failing health. He had announced his 
leiirement in January that year, but 


remained in charge of the work unti 
his successor, the Rev. Francis H 
Craighill, arrived. t 
Dr. Goodwin, already the author o 
several historical and religious books 
had devoted his energy after retire 
ment to writing a book on the Wil¬ 
liamsburg restoration, of which he wa; 
■Jie prime mover. The book is to bi 
published by Scribner’s. He had com¬ 
pleted the revision of the first drafl 
oniv last Frida, and the manuscripl 
had gone to the publisher just prioi 
to his death. Much of the work was 
done at his direction from his 
sick-bed. 

The book will contain a chapter on 
his memoirs of Williamsburg during 
his first rectorate of Bruton Parish.

Funeral services for Dr. William 
Archer Rutherfoord Goodwin, 70, rec 
tor-emeritus of Bniton Parish Episco¬ 
pal church, and restorer of historic 
shrines, will be held this afternoon at 
3 in Bruton church. Interment will be 
in a vault in the east aisle of the 
church near the pulpit filled for many 
years by Dr. Goodwin. The vault was 
placed in the church during its res- 
toration this year. 

Services will be conducted by the Rt. 
Rev. A. C. Thomson, retired bishop 
of the Diocese of Southern Virginia, 
assisted by the Rev. Francis H. cialg- 
hill Jr., rector of Bruton and Dr. 
Goodwin's successor. 

Twice rector of Bruton, Dr. Good¬ 
win retired in September, 1938, on ad¬ 
vice of his physician. During his first 
rectorship in 1907 was completed the 
partial restoration of Bruton. During 
the past several years, he raised from 
private sources funds for the complete 
restoration of the church, both inter¬ 
ior and exterior. Restoration of the 
church was completed within the past 
week. His funeral will be the first 
service in the church since the com- 
P ]etlon of It* restoration and the in- 
atallatlon of the new organ. 

Throughout yesterday, Dr. Good¬ 
win's family received hundreds of tel¬ 
egrams from throughout the nation 
expressing sympathy at his death.

Dr. Goodwin was born in Richmond 
June 16, 1869, the son of Captain 
John Francis, C. S. A., and Lettle 
Rutherfoord Goodwin. His boyhood 
was spent on a farm in Nelson county, , 

where he obtained his early education. 
Entering Roanoke colloge at Salem 
he was graduated in 1889 with the de¬ 
grees of bachelor of arts and master 
of arts. His alma mater conferred the 
degree of doctor of divinity on him in 
1907, and the honorary degree of doc¬ 
tor of laws in 1929, 

After completing post-graduate 
studies at Richmond college he stud¬ 
ied at the Virginia Theological semin¬ 
ary in Alexandria, graduating with a 
degree of bachelor of divinity in 1893. 
He was ordained deacon in 1893 and 
priest during the following year. 

Upon graduation from the theologi¬ 
cal seminary, Dr. Goodwin accepted 
the rectorship of St. John’s church in 
Petersburg and served this parish for 
nine years. During this rectorate he 
was also professor in the Bishop Payne 
Divinity School for Negro students. 

Bruton Rector in 1902 
From Petersburg Dr. Goodwin was 
called to Williamsburg as rector of 
Bruton Parish church in 1902. It was 
during this rectorship that the dream 
of a restored Williamsburg first took 
form in Dr. Goodwin's mind Much of 
the vision on which he concentrated 
so effectively later found an outlet in 
the restoration of the church, which 
restoration he directed prior to 1907. 

His skill in enlisting financial aid 
and in gathering tangible evidences oi 
interest in this old church was mani¬ 
fested in the extensive interior restor¬ 
ation of the edifice at that time. Me¬ 
morials from King Edward VII, Presi¬ 
dent Theodore Roosevelt, J. Pierpont 
Morgan, many members of the parish 
and descendants of old Virginia fami¬ 
lies were sought and obtained by Dr. 
Goodwin. The "restored" church was 
dedicated during the celebration com¬ 
memorating the 300th anniversary of 
the establishment of Jamestown and 
here also many of Dr. Goodwin's en¬ 
ergies found an additional enthusias¬ 
tic outlet. 

In 1908 Dr. Goodwin was called to 
St. Paul's church in Rochester, N. Y„ 
and served this parish with outstand¬ 
ing distinction.- particularly in the 
field of missions, during the next 15 
years. Under Dr. Goodwin's rectorate, 

St. Paul’s became one of the outstand¬ 
ing parishes of the Episcopal church i 
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work. The parish developed a system 
of week-day religious instruction 
which was a pioneer not only In the 
diocese but in the church as a whole. 
In point of organisation under the 
nation-wide campaign of the church 
and in the personnel of Its active 
members, St. Paul’s led the diocese at 
the time of Dr. Goodwin's resignation. 

When he left Rochester to accept an 
Invitation to Join the faculty at the 
College of William and Mary, members 
of his parish and citizens in Roches¬ 
ter expressed an overwhelming admir¬ 
ation for his service there. In a letter 
published at the time, the vestry stat¬ 
ed of Dr. Goodwin: 

"The growth of the church and the 
position it has attained in the city and 
diocese under his leadership speaks 
for him and bears Its own tribute. 
Such leadership will be sorely missed.” 

Returns To Williamsburg 
Dr. Goodwin returned to Williams¬ 
burg In 1923 at the Invitation of the 
late Dr. J. A. C. Chandler, president 
I of the College of William and Mary 
| In Virginia, to head the department 
I of Blblcal literature and religious edu¬ 
cation campaign of the college. Here 
his talent for working among young 
people and for enlisting financial sup¬ 
port was an Invaluable aid during a 
period when the college was expand¬ 
ing rapidly under Dr. Chandler's di¬ 
rection. 

It was during these years that Dr. 
Goodwin first met John D. Rocke¬ 
feller Jr. Often he has recalled the 
circumstances of this meeting to those 
who have asked him how and where 
he enltsted Rockefeller's support in 
the restoration of Colonial Williams¬ 
burg. The honorary scholastic frater¬ 
nity, Phi Beta Kappa, which was es¬ 
tablished at the College of William 
and Mary In 1776, was raising funds 
1 for a memorial building at the college 
to commemorate the 150th anniver¬ 
sary of the society. 

Dr. Chandler had been Invited t-o 
speak at a meeting in New York on 
"The College of William and Mary 
and It6 Historic Environment." For 
some reason Dr. Chandler was unable 
to accept this invitation, and sent Dr. 
Goodwin. Among members of the Sen¬ 
ate of Phi Beta Kappa who heard him 
was Rockefeller. Dr. Goodwin and 
Rockefeller met and from this meet¬ 
ing came an invitation for Rockefeller 
to visit Williamsburg. 

Rockefeller did so, and in the ye ail 
that followed he was In Williamsburg 
on several occasions. One of the first 
times Dr. Goodwin met him not far 
from Bassett Hall (which has been 
restored and Is now Rockefeller's 
home In Williamsburg) was when 
Rockefeller was in t.he city for the 
dedication of Phi Beta Kappa Me¬ 
morial hall. This meeting has been 
the occasion of good-natured chaffing 
of Dr. Goodwin because It seems to 
have been not so "accidental” as the 
doctor would have It seem. At any 
rate. Dr. Goodwin met Rockefeller and 
began to unfold the dream which he 
had entertBlned for so many years of 
preserving and restoring the city's his¬ 
toric structures. Some of these were 
still standing, others had long*ago 
disappeared. 

Retained Architects 
Not long after the dedication of Phi 
Beta Kappa Memorial hall in 1926, 
Dr. Goodwin’s dream began to be¬ 
come a reality He was commissioned 
to retain architects to develop a plan 
Indicating how a restoration of Wil¬ 
liamsburg might be effected. 

Recalling an architect who by 
chance had visited Williamsburg when 
he was engaged In restoring the Wythe 
house, Dr. Goodwin communicated 
with this gentleman. Thus began the 
Identification of the firm of Perry, 
8 haw and Hepburn of Boston, with 
the architectural achievement which 
they were to direct over a period of 
s**wral vears. 



The Idea of a restoration was still 
so nebulous that Dr. Goodwin's only 
arrangement with Rockefeller con¬ 
cerned the development of an archi¬ 
tectural plan. There was no appropria¬ 
tion or commission but a simple ar¬ 
rangement and necessarily a mutual 
understanding that the work in hand 
was of the most confidential nature. 
Even the architects who were retained 
to prepare a plan did not know the 
identity of the “sponsor.’’ 

When the architectural presenta¬ 
tion was made, Dr. Goodwin was re¬ 
quested to proceed with the purchase 
j of the necessary properties. These 
were acquired gradually, and much 
lo the amazement of Williamsburg 
I citizens—in spite of their being ac¬ 
customed to innumerable surprises— 
properties along Duke of Gloucester 
street began to be sold and trans¬ 
ferred to Dr. Goodwin. All of the 
deeds were first made out to Dr. 
Goodwin and Mrs. Goodwin, and the 
city buzzed with great excitement as 
to the source of the rector’s extraor 
dinary capacity for acquiring proper 
ty. Still he kept his secret. 

Announced in 1928 
It was not until a publio meeting 
of the citizens of Williamsburg was 
held in the courthouse June 12. 1928, 
that Rockefeller’s association with the 
restoration was first announced. In 
a statement which he made at that 
meeting. Dr. Goodwin said: 

Williamsburg is rich in historic 
buildings and memories which for 
many years it has been our desire 
to preserve. Both in its historical as¬ 
sociation and in Its relics, the town 
lends itself to a complete restoration. 

"About a year ago Mr. John D. 
Rockefeller Jr., came to Williamsburg 
as a senator of the Phi Beta Kappa 
society in connection with the dedica¬ 
tion of a building erected at the Col¬ 
lege of William and Mary in memory 
of the founders of the society. It was 
our good fortune to have a chance to 
explain to him our dream of restoring 
the town to its colonial appearance. 
As a result, during the past, ten 
months property necessary to the car¬ 
rying out of that purpose has been 
purchased including many fine old 
buildings.” 

For several years Dr. Goodwin ac¬ 
tively directed the early phases of the 
restoration program, and when or¬ 
ganizations were formed to have com¬ 
plete charge of this work in all its 
ramifications he continued as a trus¬ 
tee of Colonial Williamsburg, Inc., and 
has been an honorary trustee since 
1937. 

Dr. Goodwin recalled to visitors who 
came to sec him when his study was 
in the Wythe house that his interest 
in history and restorations sprang 
from an experience during his boy¬ 
hood on the farm. On the shelves of 
his library for many years he kept a 
small book entitled "Hidden Cities Re¬ 
stored.” This was one of the first 
books which he purchased with money 
earned on the farm. He used to ex¬ 
plain to callers when they asked how 
he first became interested In restor¬ 
ing Williamsburg that much of his 
interest In antiquities sprang from the 
impressions which his little book made 
York town Celebration 
addition to his many activities 
during the early years of the restora- 
tion and his regular duties as rector 
of Bruton Parish, which he had re¬ 
sumed In 1926, his almost limitless 
energy plunged him Into the campaign 
Was or 8snlzed to celebrate the 
15°th anniversary of the surrender of 
at Yorktown.

For his work in connection with the 
sesqul-centennial of the restoration, 
the cosmopolitan club of Newport 
News in 1932 awarded him a service 
medal for his "disinterested, energetic 
and fruitful efforts In behalf of the 
success of the Yorktown Sesqul-Ocn- 
tcnnlal celebration," and for his "out¬ 
standing contribution to the everlast¬ 
ing prestige and benefit of the Vir¬ 
ginia Peninsula in his work in con¬ 
nection with the restoration of Wil¬ 
liamsburg to its colonial aspect.” 

Other honors had come to him in 
May, 1930, as a result of his part in 
the restoration of Colonial Williams¬ 
burg. At that time the American In¬ 
stitute of Architects elected him to 
honorary membership. 

At the same time Rockefeller was 
elected to honorary membership with 
a citation referring to several archi¬ 
tectural benefactors in this country 
and abroad, and specifically to the 
restoration of Williamsburg as "a pro¬ 
ject unprecedented In its scope and 

cost and unlimited in Its specifications 
as an interpretation in good archi¬ 
tecture, patriotism and citizenship to 
the people of the United States.” 

Dream Fulfilled 

As the restoration of Colonial Wil¬ 
liamsburg approached completion, Dr. 
Goodwin's remaining "dream” was to 
see the full restoration of Bruton Par¬ 
ish church and the Wythe house in 
harmony with the character of archi¬ 
tectural restoration made possible by 
Rockefeller elsewhere In Williamsburg

75. of Lincoln, hon¬ 
orary president of the Virginia Wo¬ 
men’s Christian Temperance union 
and for 40 years president of the or¬ 
ganization. died today at a sanitarium 
in Takoma Park. D. C.. where she had 
been a patient for two weeks. 

She was recording secretary of the 
national temperance organization sev¬ 
eral years. 

Mrs. Hoge fell at her home in Lin¬ 
coln a month ago and fractured her 
hip. She was preparing for a trip to 
Florida with her husband when the 
accident occurred. 

She was a native of Loudoun coun¬ 
ty and an active member cf the Ortho¬ 
dox friends in Lincoln. 
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Mrs. Hoge Promoted 

White ribboners throughout Virginia 
and the nation were greatly shocked when 
word went out that Mrs. Sara H. Hoge, 
pioneer and faithful worker during her 
whole life, had been promoted to higher 
service. We can but think of Mrs. Hoge 
as still active in her Lord’s service, and 
this call is but to have her in the field 
nearer to Him whom she served, and 
whose she is. 

Mrs. Hoge aided greatly in mak'ng the 
Virginia convention in Bridgewater the 
success it proved to be, and on October 
30 she fell in her home, breaking her right 
hip. She was immediately attended in the 
Loudoun Hospital at Leesburg, later re¬ 
moved to Washington Sanitarium, Tacoma 
Park, Washington, D. C., where she died on 
November 29. Her condition from the first 
was considered satisfactory, and all hoped 
she was well on the way to recovery, when 
heart failure took her away suddenly. 

One can scarcely think of the Virginia 
W. C. T. U. without Mrs. Hoge, for in the 
fifty-one years of her connection with 
the organization, she has never missed a 
convention, and not more than three or 
four meetings of the Executive Committee 
or Board. She came into the work in 1888 
in the union at Lincoln, her home village. 
In 1890 she was made secretary of the 
state organization, filling this office with 
efficiency until she was elected state pres¬ 
ident in 1898. She filled this office until 
1938, when she retired, Mrs. Amy C. 
Weech succeeding her. Since this date she 
had served the state as Honorary Presi¬ 
dent. 

Mrs. Hoge was a birthright member of 
the Society of Friends, devoting all her 
energies in service to this body, holding 
official position in their organization, and 
being held in highest regard for her sterl¬ 
ing qualities and exemplary life. She was

CContinued from Page 1) 
the daughter of Mr. and Mrs. Thomas 
R. Smith, of Lincoln, and from a fine 
old family of Friends. In 1886 she 
was married to Rev. Howard M. Hoge, 
a young man devoted to all for 
which she stood, and who has ever been 
at her side, encouraging, cheering, and 
aiding her in the great work to which she 
devoted her life. One always thought of 
Mr. and Mrs. Hoge as one in every sense 
of the word, especially in Kingdom service. 

In addition to her offices in both state 
and National W. C. T. U., Mrs. Hoge was 
a charter member of the Purcellville 
Garden Club, served long as its president, 
active worker in the Home Interests Club, 
which was the oldest woman’s club in the 
county. She was clerk of the Friends’ 
Meeting, promoter of temperance edu¬ 
cation in her own county, arranged medal 
contests for many years, and her annual 
dinner party for school officials and teach¬ 
ers made her such friends among educators 
that she easily promoted the temperance 
education in which her heart was so much 
centered. Evergreen Home was always 
open to the young people, and they held 
many delightful parties, planned according 
to W. C. T. U. ideals, in her home. She 
gave many dinner parties for ministers, 
and the tributes given at her funeral 
demonstrated what a warm place she held 
in the hearts of the clergy of her section 
She wisely cultivated friendship with lead¬ 
ers of all bodies, with the view of promot¬ 
ing the temperance cause through theii 
influence. 

Evergreen Home, which Mr. and Mrs. 
Hoge first occupied in 1895, was the center , 
of the Virginia W. C. T. U. work during 
all these years. Here official conferences 
were held; here the whole state delegation i 
was entertained several times, the last be- j 
ing in 1938, when the convention met in , 
her county. 

Mrs. Hoge was well fitted for the place s 
of leadership she found in life, having all r 
the most desired qualities needed for cap- I 
able leadership and promotion of ideals, c 
She was educated in the Friends’ t 
School at Lincoln and later attended 1 
Darlington Seminary and Swarthmore I 
College from which she graduated. 


She was a superb presiding officer.. She 
brought dignity, skill, knowledge, and 
dispatch into every meeting over which 
she presided. No one ever doubted the 
j sincerity of her devotion to the cause for 
which she labored. None ever defeated her 
in argument. None could question the 
wisdom of all her plans and objectives. 
Even those who differed from her in their 
attitude toward strong drink admired her 
skill, her fervor, and the wisdom with 
which she left them speechless in debats. 
This was especially true when she appeared 
before the state Legislature to present 
some desired legislation. Her unquestioned 
belief in the right led her to speak so as 
to silence all objectors while in her 
presence. No man could look into her pure 
face, hear her convincing words in defense 
of right and contradict her.

It was 
her own appreciation of her early training 
that led her to make such great effort to

* munity kept clean so that boys and girls 

• might grow up into clean, splendid men 
’ and women. Her desire for religious and 

temperance education was the passion of 
■ her life. It was through education that 
she foresaw the annihilation of the liquor 
1 traffic.

Life and Death—what shall we say 
about them? Some one said, in speaking of 
the Miracle of Birth, “One moment there 
is nothing, the next, a living soul”; and 
of the Mystery of Death, “One moment a 
life, the next—nothing”. 

When a new life comes into the world, 
the mind leaps ahead, and, in visions and 
dreams, builds for the years that are 
ahead; when a life goes out, the mind 
travels back into the years, and aching 
hearts are overwhelmed with memories. 
Thus has it been with the W. C. T. U. 
during these bewildered days, when 
thousands of white-ribboners have been 
shocked and stunned by the news of the 
Home going of our Honorary President, 
Mrs. Hoge, who as far back as most of us 
can remember has been the center of the 
Virginia W. C. T. U. 

She was there at my first state con¬ 
vention, there on the platform, a young 
woman dressed with Quaker simplicity, 
occupying the position of Recording Sec¬ 
retary for the state, and her clear strong 
voice could be heard everywhere. 


Two years later she was elected presi¬ 
dent, and in that capacity served the state 
until a little over a year ago she volun¬ 
tarily relinquished the office. Does it not 
seem strange when we think of it, that 
the presidency of the state should fall 
upon a member of the Alexandria W. C. 
T. U., and Mrs. Hoge presided over her 
first convention in Alexandria? Frances 
Willard, world traveler that she was, drew 
her first and last breath in the state of 
New York. 


Her standards were high, her require¬ 
ments exacting, but she gave more than 
she required. The time came when it was 
said that temperance was becoming 
fashionable, our ranks were crowded, and 
many voices joined with ours in saying, 
“The saloon must go”, and in the midst of 
the victory we saw coming, she was there 
to lead us safely and sanely to a Dry Vir¬ 
ginia. 

To some those days were easy days, and 
they let go, but not Mrs. Hoge. She held 
steadily to the principles of prohibition; 
when reverses came she met them stand¬ 
ing up, with colors flying, and when at 
last the light went out, and our dream 
temple was no more, she stood straight 
and strong, urging us to do our first works 
over again. ' • 

Through the long years she brought her 
best,—her Christian best—to the state 
and National work. Every convention was 
the “best ever”; the best speakers in the 
nation came to Virginia, and ever after 
carried a deep love and admiration for 
the state organization and its leader. Now, 
she has gone, and with her the wisdom and 
the knowledge of the years. We can no 
longer say, when puzzled about the best 
thing to do, “Ask Mrs. Hoge”. But in 
carrying on the work, holding fast to the 
doctrines of total abstinence for the in¬ 
dividual and prohibition for the nation, 
we can best honor her memory. 

The heart of the Virginia W. C. T. U. 
beats in sympathy for the one who is left 
behind. We pray that the One who never 
willingly afflicts will comfort, help and 
sustain him as the lonely days come and 
go. 


The organization was small when she 
became president; the treasury empty. 
She brought to the task of building the 
Virginia W. C. T. U. a deep devotion, an 
unswerving loyalty, and a capacity for 
hard continuous work that has rarely been 
equalled. Thus, in those “horse and buggy 
days”, many roads were traversed by her 
and her co-workers; unions and counties 
were organized, work in the schools, medal 
contests, and other departments pushed 
forward, and eventually the state organi¬ 
zation began to loom up a menace to the 
liquor traffic, and a credit to the National 
organization. 

Mrs. Hoge was ideally situated to carry 
on a great work. Mr. Hoge was not only 
in sympathy with her every move, but 
was himself a splendid worker and ad¬ 
vocate of the temperance cause. National 
workers from far and near found their 
way to Evergreen Home; thus year by year 
the work grew until in Virginia, as in other 
states, a dream temple began to rise, and 
all along the way, whether the progress 
was slow or rapid, we found her bidding 
us go forward.

I of the Enabling act passed in 1914, 

• I providing for a referendum in the 
State on local option versu-, State¬ 
wide prohibition, and played an im¬ 
portant part in obtaining its pass¬ 
age. 

When the general assembly adopt¬ 
ed the State-wide dry law ln 1916, 
pursuant to the mandate of the 
people in the 1914 referendum, the 
law was known as the "Mapp law,” 
with Senator Mapp as its patron. 
The "Mapp law” provided that every 
citizen might have a quart of whisky 
per month. 

Although definitely aligned with 
the temperance forces, Senator 
Mapp declined to Join ln the anti- 
Smith movement in the 1928 elec¬ 
tion, and supported the candidacy 
of Alfred E. Smith for the presi¬ 
dency. 

Taught In College 

He was born in Accomac county, 
May 25, 1873, a son of Dr. John E. 
and Margaret Benson Lecato Mapp. 
After attendance in the public 
schools, he entered the College of 
William snd Mary He was assist- 
and professor „f English during two 
of his under-graduate years, and 
I when he was given the B.A. degree 
in 1894, was -hosen president of the 
graduating class He also was cap¬ 
tain of lootball, wrestling champion 
j and member of the baseball team 
and a member of Phi Beta Kappa.

After his graduation. Mapp taught 
for three years at Hogsett Military 
academy. Danville, Ky.. and during 
that time studied law at Centre 
college. He was graduated with the 
degree of bachelor of laws in 1897 
and the same year began the pract 
tlce of law at Accomac Courthouse 
In 1905 he was elected chairman 
of the Accomac county democratic 
committee, and in 1911 was elected 
to the State senate, where he served 
until his voluntary retirement ini 
1923. in 1918 he was a candidate 
for the seat in congress formerly 
occupied by Representative William 
A. Jones, but was defeated by a 
narrow margin by S. Otis Bland, 
of Newport News. 

While a member of the State sen¬ 
ate, Mapji sponsored many bills for 
the Improvement of Jhe school sys¬ 


tem in tne state, as well as legisla¬ 
tion looking to the welfare of the 
farmers and the completion of the 
State highway system. He was a 
leader in the fight for woman suf¬ 
frage and child welfare legislation. 

Defeated by Byrd 

Upon retirement from the senate, 
he announced his candidacy for 
governor, subject to the Democratic 
primary in 1925. He was opposed 
by Harry Flood Byrd of Winchester. 
Mapp was regarded as the "anti- 
organization” candidate, and Byrd 
as the "organization” candidate. 
Byrd won the nomination by a ma¬ 
jority of 40,000 votes. 

Again in 1929 Mapp sought the 
gubernatorial nomination, this time 
in a three-cornered race with Dr. 

John Garland Pollard of Williams-T 
burg, and Rosewell Page of Han¬ 
over. as other contestants. Mapp 
stressed opposition to the "short 
ballot” and other reforms instituted 
by Governor Byrd, while Dr. Pol¬ 
lard defended these reforms. Pol¬ 
lard was nominated by a majority 
of 75,000 votes over Mapp, who was 
second ln the race. 

March 19, 1938, Governor Price 
appointed Mapp commissioner of 
fisheries. 

Mapp was one of the leading at- 
torneys on the Eastern Shore and 
since 1908 had been in partnership 
with his brother, J. Brooks Mapp, 
with offices in Accomac Courthouse 
and Keller. He also farmed ex¬ 
tensively on the Eastern Shore of 
Virginia and Maryland. 

Mapp was a member of and ac¬ 
tive ln the Methodist church. He 
also was a member of the Masonic 
order, the Odd Fellows, Junior Ord- 
Pr °f United American Mechanics, 
and the Kappa Alpha Greek letter 
fraternity.

attack. 

At 77 still the tall, straight, active 
figure that he was at 60 when he 
entered public life as President Wil¬ 
son's secretary of the treasury, Mc¬ 
Adoo had come to Washington from 
his California home to attend 
President Roosevelt’s third inaugu¬ 
ration. 

He had had two warnings of a 
weak heart, one a minor attack suf¬ 
fered in Honolulu about a month 
ago, but he appeared to be in per-

bonds. Later he also administered 
the railroads, taken over by the 
government during the emergency. 

In 1924 and 1928 McAdoo was a 
candidate for the Democratic pres¬ 
idential nomination, and each time 
was defeated by party factions led 
by Alfred E. Smith who won the 
1928 nomination.

The activities to which he gave 
ils energy denied him the opportu¬ 
nity of extensive writing in later 
years but he frequently prepared 
jdltorials for one of his newspapers. 
His largest published work was the 
privately printed "Joseph Bryan: 


yf John Randolph Bryan” (1941). 
Many of his addresses were pub¬ 
lished and circulated widely. 

As a speaker he had to decline 
far more invitations than he pos¬ 
sibly could accept.. When he did ap¬ 
pear he prepared addresses with 
great care, then frequently put them 
aside for wise, discerning and hu¬ 
morous observations Inspired by the 
audience. He was considered without 
a peer in Virginia as a toastmaster, 
and as a raconteur he kept hts au¬ 
dience rapt. His quick wit and charm 
in private conversation made a Vir¬ 
ginia tradition. 

Mr. Bryan had four brothers. J.

Washington, A6%. 12. — UP) — Dr. 
Sidney B. Hall, former Virginia 
state superintendent of education, 
died here this afternoon. 

Dr. Hall, who more recently has 
been connected with George Wash¬ 
ington university, has been ill since 
February. 

His widow survives him. 

Funeral plans will not be com¬ 
pleted until the arrival of relatives 
of Mrs. Hall, but it Is planned to 
take the body to her old home In 
South Carolina. 

Dr. Hall had been In poor health 
for several months, but until three 
weeks ago carried on his school ac¬ 
tivities. He was professor of school 
administration and director of ex¬ 
tension at George Washington. 

He died at about 3 p. m., of 
heart trouble and complications. 

Dr. Hall, 51, passed away at the 
Georgetown hospital. 

He served as State superintendent 
of education in Virginia under three 
governors. 

Here he made his home at 8570 
Rock Dr., Locust Hills. 

Dr. Hall, Virginia’s state super¬ 
intendent of public Instruction from 
January, 1931, to August, 1941, was 
responsible for a number of Im¬ 
portant changes in the state’s pub¬ 
lic school system during the past 
decade. 

Immediately arter taking office, 
he began a reorganization of the 
state department of education for 
greater coordination of its activi¬ 
ties, and shortly thereafter inaugu¬ 
rated a financial program by which 
state school money was distributed 
to the localities on the basis of 
average daily attendance, instead of 
on a straight per capita basis. 

Under his direction, the depart¬ 
ment of education also Instituted 
a revised curriculum In the Interest 
of better attendance, fewer failures, 
better teaching morale and wider' 
use of school libraries. Adult anc\ 
vocational education programs were 
expanded, and audi-visual educa¬ 
tion, using motion pictures and ra* 
dlo broadcasts, introduced into the 
public school system. 

For two years before becoming 
head of the Virginia education de¬ 
partment, Dr. Hall was head of the 1 
department of secondary education 
at Peabody college, NAshville. Tenn. 
and prior to that time served 14 
years as teacher, principal and su¬ 
pervisor in schools of Virginia. 

A native of Norfolk county, Va.. 
he was educated in the public 
schools; the College of William and 
Mary, where he obtained his bach¬ 
elor's degree; the University of Vir¬ 
ginia, where he received the mas¬ 
ter of arts degree, and Harvard 
university, where he received his 
Ph. D. in education.

The ice pick apparently had 
been used with such force that the 
blade had become separated from 
the handle. Woody said. Both 
parts of the ice pick as well as 
the blood stained jack wej;e found 
near the body. 

Police believe that Callis was 
stabbbed while in the car, pulled 
to the ground, and that the 
assailant had unlocked the trunk, 
of the cab, removed the jack and | 
bludgeoned Callis’ head. 

Callis lost both legs in a rail 
road accident several years ago in 
Richmond and wore artificial 
limbs. 

. Robbery appeared to be the mo¬ 
tive. A money pouch Callis car¬ 
ried, a gold wrist watch, and a 
Masonic ring with a ruby stone 
were missing from the body. The 
ring bore the initials of Callis’ 
only son, Allen Moss Callis. 

Callis operated a taxicab from 
Fort Eustis junction on Route 60. 
He was known to carry large 
sums of money, friends of the 
slain man said. 

Callis owned and operated two 
cabs under the name of Luther’s 
Cabs. One was stationed at Ft. 
Eustis junction, the other at 
nearby Lee Hall. They were non¬ 
radio cabs. He was last seen be¬ 
tween one and two a. m., Sunday 
morning at Fort Eustis junction. 
Callis had met the bus from 
(Richmond and was taking several 
soldiers into Fort T3tisfis • ,when 
last seen, another cab driver said. 

The body was discovered by 
Pfc. Carroll F. Bruce, a Fort 
Eustis soldier who lives near Sea- 
ford and travels John Crawford 
I Road to get to the post. Callis 
had apparently been dead for 
some time, for his body was cov¬ 
ered with frost when discovered, 
Dr. C. P. Jones, Jr., Warwick 
County Coroner, said. 

Callis was bom in Poquoson 
but had lived in Seaford most of 
his life, his son said, yesterday.

Callis operated a taxicab from 
Fort Eustis junction on Route 60. 

He was known to carry large W 
sums of money, friends of the B 
slain man said. 

Callis owned and operated two 
cabs under the name of Luther’s 
Cabs. One was stationed at Ft. 

Eustis junction, the other at 
nearby Lee Hall. They were non¬ 
radio cabs. He was last seen be¬ 
tween one and two a. m., Sunday 
morning at Fort Eustis junction. 

Callis had met the bus from 
Richmond and was taking several

last seen, another cab driver said. 

The body was discovered by 
Pfc. Carroll F. Bruce, a Fort 
Eustis soldier who lives near Sea¬ 
ford and travels John Crawford 
Road to get to the post. Callis 
had apparently been dead for 
some time, for his body was cov¬ 
ered with frost when discovered,
